finger Nail Beauty. 
Beautiful finger nails aid much to 
make the hand beautiful and. when 
both hands and nails are beautiful, they 
aid much in giving an impression of 
beauty to the whole body. Many cut 
the finger nails way In at the corners 
and run them out to a point. They be- 
lieve that this greatly assists to give a 
tapering effect to the fingers, but they 
are sadly mistaken. It takes away the 
support from the flesh and it spreads 
out wider and wider the more one trims 
the nails in this way. 
Let the sides of the nails alone. Shape 
only the tops. Keep them well polished 
and cut the cuticle back from the half 
moon so the fingers will look natural 
and attractive. One, of the best nail 
polishes is composed of one half ounce 
of oxide of tin, one grain of powdered 
carmine and one grain of powdered 
orris root, sift through a muslin cloth 
several times, using a clean piece each 
time. This will give a quick and last- 
ing polish, with just a natural shadow 
of pink. 
Never use scissors if you can help it. 
If you do be sure and give the nails 
a final finish with a file. Always re- 
member that grease not only keeps the 
nails from becoming brittle, but also 
improves the texture and makes them 
shapely. 
It frequently happens that 
ridges appear on the nails, which make 
them look coarse. 
Soak the fingers 
every night in sweet almond oil that is 
heated quite warm, but not hot. This 
may be used over and over. 
After the bath in the oil, wrap the 
finger tips in muslin, first smearing 
the nails with vaseline. There is more 
nourishment for the cuticle and the nails 
in vaseline, than there is in cold cream. 
The use of oil is especially good in 
winter and it has a tendency to 
strenghen the nails and keep them from 
breaking.

HEARTBURN STOPPED

auditors for two years became a law 
Saturday without the signature of Gov- 
ernor J. At.
